The Yorba Linda City council has 
taken positive action to deal with the 
260 some oil wells scattered 
throughout the city. 

In unanimous action the council 
voted to tax not the owners, but the 
lessees. City administrator Art 
Simonian and the city attorney were 
directed to draft and ordinance to 
that effect. 

The subject was brought up at a 
recent council meeting by Council- 
woman Carolyn Ewing who had 
mentioned at a previous meeting 
that taxing oil wells sold should be 
considered as a possible source of 
income that would help increase 
next year’s revenues. 

Yorba Linda is the only city which 
doesn't impose a tax on oil wells. 

As tar back as 1971, taxing the 
wells was considered, then came up 
againy vear ago. An alternate plan 
for ciPME taxation or a beautification 
program was discussed at one point. 
The beautification program would 
require oil companies leasing the 
land to establish a program of 
cleanup and landscaping as well as 
provisions for safety and fire hazard. 

The idea was presented to oil 
companies. but the council received 
no response and opted to go ahead 
with conventional taxation.
